The next in 
the Catalogue, are Councellors, Advocates, and Ar- 
turneys, who to gaine a Fee, or a blaſt of fame inthe 
. world, endevour as mychasinthem lye to ſeducethe 
Tadge that fits to decide Controverſics, and to diſtri- 
bure Iuſtice to every onearight, The next are Tradel- 
menand Artificers, which vie falſe weights, lights or 
meaſures, of whom the (4) Lewes of God and men have 
taken ſþeciall notice, The next are double dealing vn- 
der-Sheriffes, who by miſcarrying of themſelues in 
their places, haue brought the name of Vnder- Sheriffe 
into contempr, and hauc made the rame of Vicecomes 
as odiousalinoſt as was the name of Yicarius in CAL arte- 
4s time. The name of Vicar was ſometimes honora- 
ble, and none could execute that office but ſuch as ex 
mandato principis Diece ſin aliquam regebant. Bur after- 
wards when Churches beganne”to be impropriated by 
Priorefles and Nunnes, which of (*) themſelues conld 
not ſay divine ſervice, nor adminiſter the Sacraments, 
then it grew into contempt , for they regularly made 
choyce of ſuch ſtipendary Prieſts ro execute the Cures, 
whom they could haue beſt cheape, whomrthey called 
Vicars. By which meanes the name of Viczr grew to 
be more vilethan the name of a ſervant , as we finde in 
the.( * ) Poet: Eſt ſat eſt ſervum jam nolo Vicarins eſſe—« 

The name of Sheriffe, Viſcounr,Comes,and Procomes 
was ever honorable, amongſt the Germanes ( as T acitne 
obſerues ) none were named Comites but ſuch as were 

pringipibus in Covſilys , and amongſt the Romanes the 
Councell of rhe Empcrour were called Ceſars(r) C0 

tatzs, who werevfediin ſecretss, or in remotss . Thoſe 
which were vſed in ſecretis,were muchhonared and had 

acceſſero the Emperour at all rimes, and vpon all occa- 

ſions : thoſe which were ved in more rewetis, were ho- 
noxed likewiſe, though not.in ſo high a degree as the _ 
ener 
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ther were, as ( ') Comes domorum, (*) Comes horreorws, 
(*) Comes laborum, ( *) Comesrerum privatarum (=) Co- 
mes ſacrarum largitionum, (1 ) Comes patrimony, all theſe 
were Comites and Conſiliary, though in divers degrees, 
When the government of the Rewane Empire began to 
ſpread it ſelfe into other parts of the world,then this ti. 
tle began to ſpread it ſelfe likewiſe. The Saxons vſed it, 
bur not by the ſame name as the Romanes did ; for thoſe 
which rhey called Comvites and we Earles the Saxons cal- 
led Ealdermen, and the Danes, Earlas, which wasa title 
and dignitie not hereditary in this Kingdome,as now it 
is, bur temporary and arbitragy, yarill the time of #lz. 
«w the Conquerour, who wis the firſt that madeit he- 
reditary ; for he having ſubdued the Kingdome, the af- 
faires of the State being not fully ſerled, he created di. 


vers Counts as Overſeers and Watchmen of certaine # 


Counties; who becauſerthey were much with the King 
had Viſcounts, who didexecute the Kings Command 
in theſe Counties, ſo that the Office of (* )Yicecomes 
was even from the Conqueſt, though the hereditary 
dignitic of (*) 7iſconnts were not knowne wvntill the time 
of King Henry the ſixth in theſeparts, or vatill the dayes 
of King Hexry the firſt and King Stephen. Bur ngr long 
after the very fi1ſt Creation of their Office, did theſe 
V icecomites and their ſubordinate Officers,breake forth 
into divers outrages,and began to pill and pole the peo. 
ple, inſo much that (*) Petey Bleſexſis, who livedin the 
dayes of King Henry the ſecond, and was a Chauncelor 


of Caxterbary, inan Epiſtle dedicated vnto him, thus in-

 returne, and makechoyce of ſuch to enquire of offen- 
- ces, as cither for favour or commoaditie, doe rather co- 


ver andcolour, then diſcover and make knowne abuſes 
to the world. The King and Iudges he freely acquit- 
ecth ; the King, becauſe it is impoſſible for him to vn- 
derſtand of all abuſes that are-commirted : for if ina 
(d ) private familie ({ayrh he) divers things happen which 
never come to the underſtanding of the Matſter, itis notto 
be imputed toany careleſnes in any Prince,if ina King- 
dome which confiſtech of many thouſand familics, d1- 
versthings happen which never come to his knowledg. 
The Iudges likewiſe he excuſerh, becauſe things are 
ſmoothered, and either for loue or affe&ion,orconſan- 
guinitie ard affinitic,or for ſome other reſpe&rhey are 
never preſented, and ſo he layeth the whole blame vp. 
on the Foreſtarios & Vicecomites, Such were the com. 
plaints againſt theſe kind of people inthe dayes of King 
Henry the ſecond. Againe, inthe time of King Edward 
the firſt, they were complained of in Parliament for 
their extortion, and oppreſſion. Whercuponthere was 
(* ) 4 Law made that no Sheriffe ſhould rake any thing: 
ro doe his office ofany other thenthe King, vpon paine 
to forfeit double as machas be ſhould rake, and to cn- 
dure impriſonment at the Kings will and pleaſure. In 
the dayes of King Edward the third they were complai- 
ncd of 2gaine, forthat they would not receiue any pri- 
ſoners withour fees paid vnto them : whereupon there 
was ( * )« Law made, that no Sheriffe or Gaoler ſhould 
takeany thing for receiving of felons. In the dayes of 
ng Hemry the fourth,they were complained of againe 
for their extortion, Whereppon thete was ('* ) 4 Law 
4 made, 
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made, that if a $heritfe did any extortion, he ſhould be 
puniſhed at the Kings pleaſure. In thedayes of King 
Henry the fixt, they were complained of againe, for the 
extorting of exceſſiue fees, for the making of Arreſts, 
Whercupon there was (* ) 4 Law made which did limit 
and dctermine what fees they ſhould take,Thatthe She- 
riffe ſhould haue x x. ©. the Bailie that made the Arreſt 
114j. d, and the Gaoler inij. d, Inthe dayes of King Hes- 
ry the ſeventh,they were complained of againe,for that 
they did often enter plaints in other mens names, and 
cauſed Amerciaments to be made for not appearance, 
whereas the parties amercied were neyer ſummoned, 
and by thar meancs made pillage of the people. Where- 
upon there was ( * ) a Law made, that no j 

be entred,vnlefle the partie ro whom the debt was due, 
was then preſent at the time of the entry thereof, A.

de prevaricatoribus, de teſtibus, probationibus & appella- 
tionibus.

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overſcers. This was a holy reſolution, and did well be- 
come this good man, becauſe he was a man-of God, 
and had ſequeſtred himſelfe from the affaires of the 
world : bur for a ſecular man, that ſhould be a man of 
imployment, to ſequeſter himſclfe from the affaires of 
the world, and to fit Sunning himſelfe with the Cynicke 
all his life time, I cannot commend it in him. Dzogenes 
was named by the name ofa dog, and well he deſerved 
it, becauſe he would not endure the company of men. 
The ſenrence of /upiter was juſt vpon the ſnayle, when 
Inpiter had curteoully invited the ſnayle, with the reſt 
of the creatures to a feaſt, when all other came, rhe 
ſnayle ſtayd at homey which opiter taking ill, would 
needs know wherefore he came not with the reſt of his 
neighbours : vnto whom the ſnayle returned this An- 
{were ; Novi, Tupiter,nnſquam gentinns delicias optabilia- 
res, quam domi ; certainely, my meate never relliſheth 
ſo well with me, as it doth at home : bur he received 2 
condigne puniſhment for his carcteſſe negleR, becauſe 
he loved home ſo well, his puniſhment was that he 
ſhould never depart from home, but ſhould carrie his 
houſe vpon his backe. It was an vnſeemely anſwere 
which Dzogenes gaue to Mlexander, when UHlexander 
was pleaſed to toope ſo low as to come vnto him, and 
totell him, that he vnderſtood he was in want, and that 
he was come to ſupply his neceſſities ; he had nor rhe 
mannerstothanke him, but expoſtulatcs the Caſe with 
him, whether of the two wanted moſt, he thar wanted 
but a ( *) ſcrip or /achell,or he that wanted Countrics or 
Kingdomes?Tyan.ew might well hate accepredrhe gift 
which Yeſpaſian ſent vnto him, without any diſparage- 
ment,and torbornero hauegivenrhat Anſwer ynto him 
which he did, which was, thac he would be pleaſed to 
turne his Curtcfies another way, vponrhe greedic and 
eoverous, that looked after ſuchthings, as for himſtlfe 
he had enough, and looked after no mote, For - to:
